Some leave the shore and keep 
vigil behind the farmer's plow, spap- 
ping up grubs and other destructive 
insects. They devour grasshoppers 
tnd locusts, field mice and other ro- 
cnt pests. Fishermen are indebted 
fo them, for the gulls by their pres- 
ence, indicate where the food fish 
are. And in foggy weather they send 
a warning cry to mariners and fish- 
ermen from thelr breeding places 
among dangerous rocks and ‘edges. + 

There are 50 species of gull known | 
26 of which are found in North Am-| 
erica.

FOR CLERK'S MISDEEDS IN 1812 





Washington 
Cheques to Canadian Claim. 
ants. Under Arbitration Award 
of 1913-1925. 





WASHINGTON, D.C., 
(Canadian ‘Press).—More than 106 
years ago the clerk of a New York 
district court embezzled $2,999.25. 
His speculation |as just cost the Gov 
trnment of the United States $23,- 
€44.38. A cheque for the latter 
zmount js being Issued by the United 
States treasury to Canadians whose 
forefathers owned the schooner Lord 
Nelson, which was selzed by Am- 
tricans on Lake Ontario on June 5, 
1812. 

The British-American war of ,that 
year was not declared until about 
two weeks later. Five years later the 
court of the northern district of New 
York decided that the capture of the 
Lord Nelson was Illegal The schoon 
er meantime had been libelled, sold 
to the United States Navy for $2.- 
999.25 and the proceeds were placed 
In the: custody of the ame court 
which now reversed Its decision. The 
war being over, the court was anx- 
fous to make amends and decreed 
that the owners, 9 Toronto famlly 
tamed Crooks, were at least entitled 
to the proceeds of the sale. The 
schooner itself had been converted 
Into a war vessel and used agalnst 
the British forces in War of 281%. 
Apparently there was not enough 
left of the Lord Nelson to return to 
the owners. 

It is quite likely that If the clerk 
of the court had not embezzled the 
little fund, the money would have 
been pald over and the incident for- 
gotten. But the money having dis- 
appeared there was delay in getting 
the cheque issued to the Canadian 
owners. That*delay for one reasoa 
and another was so prolonged that in 
1837 the clalmants were stil! suing 
the United States Government for 
their money. Committees of Congress 
had. repeatedly recommended the pay 
mont of the claim and apparently the 
United States Navy Department felt 


that it should be generous in dealing 


with the claimarts. The secretary 
of the Navy, after an investigation by 
a special committee decided that $6,- 
000 was reasonable indemnity. Again 
the case might have been settled 
cxoept that the secretary's decision 
taving distinctly specified that $5.- 
000 was the principal of the award, 
the question of interest immediately 
arose. So the case was dragged on, 
with the British Government press- 
ing for séttlement. It was submitted

There is no point in knowing the precise floruit 
of any author, ancient or modern, But every- 
body ought to, know whether Thucydides wrote 
before or after Cicero, whether Dante was a 
contemporary of Shakespeare, whether Voltaire 
came before or after the French Revolution: 

‘I expect I haye chosen instances badly: 
but every schoolmaster knows that it is possible 
to get the wildest answers out 6f a set of boys 
on such subjects as these. I wonder whether. 
the grown-up readers of newspapers might not 
be found equally wanting? Is it not really the 
end of education to get life in the proper per- 
spective?” 

Some of thos¢ who are set the task of mak- 
ing up these posers may get some help from an 
old book that the writer here resurrects. It is 
called “Knowledge for the People, or the Plain 
Why and Because, Famillarizing Subjects of 
Useful Curiosity and Amusing Research,” by 
John Timbs- It deals in “Domestic Science,” 
“Origins and Antiquities,” {Sports and ‘Pas- 
times,” and “Curious Customs.” ‘Father Knox 
takes up the first section and supplies his_own 
answers: 

“The section on Domestic Science intrigues 

+ me most, ‘because, altho no doubt it was splen- 
didly up-to-date at the time of writing, it has, 
for us, a pathetically old-world osphere« 
‘Why is a harp or a pianoforte, wh Well 
tuned in a morning drawingroom, not perfectly 

in tune when a crowded evening party has 
heated the room?’ ‘Answer (1927)—There are 
no harps, only ukuleles, ‘Why have some houses 
double windows?’ Answer—!t would be a great 
advantage if some of them had, with the filthy 


noise these motor-lorries make. ‘Why are 48-| 4° YOUNG WOMAN of fair complexion re- 


sembly-rooms ventilated?’ They mostly aren’t, 
‘Why is the taste of common water pleasing and 

- yefreshing?’. (Too easy, that one). “Why is 
indifferent beer vulgarly called Water Be- 
witched?’ Nowadays it is called beer. ‘Why 
are hops used in beer?’ Dash it all, you must 
use something. ‘Why is coffee so seldom well 
made in England?’ Even then!

There is an article headed ‘The 
Dressing: Room,’ which begins by asking why 
charcoal is the best dentifrice—I wonder, when 
did mankind start washing its teeth? That is

POOR FARMS; POOR PASTORS 


BECAUSE OF THE DEPREST agricultural 
situation, forty-seven rural churches in Il- 


paid for pastor’s salary from $1,000 to $500 dur- 
ing the past year, according to the Literary Di- 
gest. The report was made to the recent meet- 
ing of the Laymen’s Association of the Illinois, 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
which took up a discussion of the matter in 
which Den Herbert W. Mumford of the Iinois 
College of Agriculture and Dr. Charles W. Stew- 
art, a prominent agricultural: economist, par- 
‘ticipated. The result was a resolution which is 
being sent to other laymen’s associations of the 
\ Methodist Episcopal Church and to. numerous 
religious agencies, both Catholic and. Protest- 
_ ant. ‘The resolution, as taken from” Informa- 
tion Service, the bulletin of the Department of 
Research and Education of the Federal Council 
‘of Churches is, in part, as follows:

LONDON, Eng., Nov. 26.—(Canadian 
Press).—The body of Willlam Harnett 
ued 65 years of Balham, South London, 
was recently taken from the Thames, 
after having been in the river ten\days. 

In 1923 after a sixteen days’ hearing 
a jury in. the King’s Bench. ‘awarded 
Mr. Harnett 25,000 pounds damages 
against two doctors for his unlawful’ 
detention in an asylum for over eight 
years.
